They seemed to like the 
way the British Government works 
better than the way ours does, Mr. 
Cobb finds our system “rigid, un- 
yielding, unresponsive.” He avers 
that the Senate nullifies every prin- 
ciple of democracy and every prin- 
ciple of representative government. 
He thinks the Fathers took mighty 
good care that democratic govern- 
ment should not happen in the 
United States. 

Realization that our government 
is about what Mr. Cobb says it is 
was imparted to us day by day dur- 
ing the months of dispute over the 
Treaty of Versailles and the 
League of Nations. When that dis- 
pute began, a great majority of the 
people wanted the Treaty ratified. 
They were beaten out of their de- 
sire by a small group of Senators, 
and our government “of the people” 
could not do anything.

Our President said the other day 
that Americans are losing the unity 
and devotion shown in the war. He 
knows how they lost it. They could 
not go ahead and take action worth 
their while, and gradually and na- 
turally they got to biting one an- 
other. We seem to be rapidly be- 
coming the most intolerant lot of 
people collected. We 
passed the Prohibition Amendment 
and the Volstead Act and are at 
loggerheads more or less about 
them. In every Protestant Church 
convention there is insistence by 
one lot of men as to what every- 
body shall believe, including an- 
other lot of men who do not want 
to believe it. The Republican party 
is full of wrangles—one reaction- 
ary squad practicing diligently to 
discredit the present Republican 
administration. The Democrats are 
threatened with a split and a third 
party candidate. Never was there a 
stagnant democracy more full of 
activities and their resulting noises 
and shindies.

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ERHAPS we should be thank- 

ful to the Constitution for ty- 
ing us up so tight as to limit our 
activities at present to parochial 
concerns, Some pedple think so, 
but a good many others do not. 
There is Mr. McAdoo, for exam- 
ple. He is the leading Democratic 
candidate for President and he 
does not believe in stagnant democ- 
racy. He is heartily for doing

He wants to reduce 
armament, especially in Europe; to 
reduce taxation; to have peace in 
the world and to take effective ac- 
tion for the prevention of wars. 
He does not think these matters he- 
long to party politics. He wants to 
get peace out of politics, so he says. 
World peace, he thinks, is not im- 
possible. War prevention is not im- 
possible. He would have the 
United States “without entangling 
alliances participate in the organi- 
zation of the world for these 
States.” 

Mr. McAdoo made a good speech 
at Chattanooga. Millions of people 
will agree to what he said. Millions 
of people want the things that he 
recommends to be accomplished. 
Those millions probably include 
Mr. Harding, but the difference he- 
tween Mr. Harding and Mr. \c- 
Adoo is that McAdoo has the rep- 
utation of getting things done, 
whereas Mr. Harding was selected 
for office by gentlemen who felt 
that it was expedient not to do any- 
thing, and though he has not fully 
justified their confidence in his 
capacity for inaction, he has come 
pretty near it. Perhaps the real is- 
sue at the next election will be 
whether we shall continue to be a 
stagnant democracy infested with 
Meddlesome Matties, or brace up 
and try to get somewhere. an «lo 
our job in the world.

HIS being the time of year when dramatic edi- 
a in a frenzy for something with which to 
fill their space, start selecting the ten best perform- 
ances of the season, we might as well take advantage 
of the public’s disinclination to read anything at all 
during June, and put down what those who know us 
best call our “reactions.”
